The AMOciated Press ot Saturday 
Sires the text of the peace appeal 
ivst iaraed by Pope OBenetftet, which ) 
reada aa foUowa: ^ . 

"When we were called to auc-l 
eeed to th© apostolic throne of Pope j 
Plus X., whose upright and ex- 1 
emplary life was hrought to an end • 
by the fratricidal struggle which 
broke out in Europe, we, too, felt — 
after ga«lng fearfully upon the 
bloody battlefield — the doBpair of a 
lather who witnesBPs liip home torn 
•■under end ravaged by a furious 
tempest. We thought with inex- 
presBible sorrow of our young eons 
cut down by death; we felt In X)ur 
heart, enlarged by Chrlatian char- 
iUbieiirss, the great unspeakable 
sadness of mothers and ot wItss 
Bade widowa before their time, and 
the tears ot children dwrlved too 
soon of parental gvidance. 

tPlaitlctpatinc in oor soul In the 
fear and anguish of innumerable 
(amines, and well knownlng the 
Imperial duties imposed upon us by 
the mission of peace and love with 
which we have confided during those 
sad days, we adopted a firm resolve 
to concentrate our whole activity 
and all our power to the reeoncill-.i- 
tions of tlic pi'oplPB at war. We 
made a hoIi iiiii jironiise to our 
Divine Fatlivr who wished witli the 
prire of his blood to nialtc nil men 
brothers. Words of peaoe and love 
wcri' the first we addressed in tlii' 
nations and their chiefs as the 
■nprenie »;iiMrdian of their souls. 
Onr affectionate and Insistent coun- 
sels as father and friend were not 
heard. This Increased our sadness, 
hot did not shake our resolution. 
We^<:onttnue with confidence to ap- 
l>e.'^o the All Powerful, who holds 
li(^B hand the minds and hearts ot 
Frts as well as kings, imploring 
fn to end the great scourge. In 
ir humble but ardent prayer we i 
^want to Include all the faithful, and 
to make It more effective, we have 
taken care that it be accompanied 
by works of Christian penitence. 

"Today, on the sad anniversary 
of tl>e terrible conflict, our heart 
gives forth the wish that the war 
will soon end. We raise again our 
rolce to utter « fatherly cry for 
peace. 'May this cry, dominating 
the frightful noise of arms, reach 
Hie warring peoples and their chiefs 
aad Induce Undly and more seren^ i 
Intentions. In the name of the , 
Lord Ood; In the name of the Father | 
and lliord In heaven; in the name oil , 
the Blessed Blood of Jesus — the 
price of the redemption of human- 
ity — we Implore the belligerent 
nations before Divine Providence 
henceforth to end the horrible 
earnage, which for a year has been 
dishonoring Kurope. I 
"This is till' blood of brothers' 
that- is being shod on land and sea. I 
The nnost beautiful regions of 
FiUrope^ — this garden of the world — 
are sown with bodies and ruins. 
There, where recently fields and fac- j 
torles thrived, cannon now roar in 
a frightful manner in a frenzy of 
demolition, sparing neither cities or 
villages and spreading the ravages 
of death. Ton who before Ood and , 
nun are charged with the grave re^ 
sponslbillty ot peace aad war, listen 
to onr prayer, listen to the fatherly 
lolce ot the vlear of tSie Btemal and 
0apreme Judge to whom yon ahould 
give account of your public work as 
well as private action. The abundant 
riches which the Creating God has 
given to your lands permits you to 
continue the contest; but at what 
a price, is the answer of tliousands 
of young whose lives aic lost each 
day on the battlefields and of the 
ruins of so many cities and villages, 
so many monuments due to the 
piety and genius of our forefathers. 
The hitter tears flow in the sanctity 
of homes and at the foot of altars, 
do they not also repeat that the 
price of the continuation of the con- 
test is great, too great? lAnd it 
can not be said that the immense 
conflict can not be ended without 
violence of arms. May this erase 
for destruction be abandoned; na- 
tions do not perish. Huiniliated and 
oppressed, they tremblingly carry 
the yoke imposed on them and pre- 
pare their revenge, transmitting 
froini generation to generation a sor- 
.rowful heritage of hate and ven- 
geance. 

"Why not now wci>ch with serene 
conscience the rights and just 
aspirations of the people? Why not 
start with good will a direct or in- 
direct exchange of views wHh the 
object of considering as far as pos- 
sible these rights and aspirations 
and tbus put to an end the terrible 
combat, as has been the case pre- 
viously under similar clrsum- 
ttances. Blessed be he who first 
extends the olive branch and 
tenders his hand to the enemy In 
offering him reasonable conditions 
of peace. The equilibrium of world 
progress and the Becurlty and tran- 
quility of nations repose on mutual 
well-being and respect of the right 
und dignity of others, more than on 



the number of armies and a 
formidable sone of fortresses. 

•Ut Is the cry of peace which Is- 
sues from our supreme soul this s.id 
day, and which invites the true 
friends of peace In the world to 
extend their hand to hasten the end 
of a war which for a year has trans- 
formed Europe Into an enormous 
l)atUefleId. May .Tesus In his pity, 
bv the Intermediary of the Mtoher 
of Sorrows, end the terrible tempest 
and cause to arise a radiant dawn 
and the quietude of peace formed In 
his own divine image. May hymns 
of thanks to the Most High Aotlior 
of all good things soon reeonndl Let 
us bope tor the reconciliation ot 
the mates! May the peoples once 
again become brothers and return to 
their peaceful labor in arts, learning 
and Industry! May once again the 
empire of Justice be established! 
May the people decide henceforth 
to confine the, solution of their dif- 
ferences no longer to the sword, but 
to courts of justice and equity, 
where fhe questions may be studied 
with necessary calm and thought! 

•'This will be the most beautiful 
and glorious victory. In confidence 
that the tree of peace will soon al- 
low the world to enjoy again Its 
fruits which are so much to be de- 
sind. we bestow our Apostolic 
benediction upon all those who are 
part of the mystic flock vfhich Is 
confided to our keeping, even aslq 
upon those who do not yet belong to 
tlie IRoauui church. We pray the 
Holy Father to anite Himself to ud 
by %oa«s ot perlset eharity."

MoDermott, meoip 
ber of the Board ot Pnblla Safety, 
arother of Lieut. Gov. Ddward J. 

McDermott and one of the best 
known physicians in Louisville, 
passed peacefully away Sunday 
aoon, following illness ttiat extended 
over two years. Uis death Is 
mourned throughout the cUy. espe- 
cially by ths poor, to whom lie was 
best known for his many ehatltable 
and philanthropic acts. Dr. Mc- 
Dermott was bom in (Louisville, Bep- 
lember 6, 1843, and was the son of 
VNMUIam and Catherine Byrne Mc- 
Dermott. He received bis early 
education at St. Joseph's College at 
nardstown and later was graduated 
from the Bellevue Medical College 
n New York city.
